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Needed Labor Legislation 


Even though the Senate Labor Com- 


ing AFL Pres. William Green, that reg- 
ulatory laws for unions will be passed 
there appears to be doubt among members 
of the committee that the anti-closed shop 
and prohibition of industry-wide bargain- 
ing provisions are advisable. The Sena- 
tors no doubt understand that the present 
“era of good feeling” in labor-management 
relations came about because of the im- 
nce of restrictive laws. Some Con- 
gressmen have even advocated punitive 
measures. There is no reason for legisla- 
tion designed solely to punish labor for 
its past misdeeds. What is needed is leg- 
islation which will compel labor organiza- 
tions to accept refponsibility for perform- 
ance of their contracts and to protect the 
freedom of the individual worker. 

A closed shop contract, by which an 
employee is forced to join a labor union 
as a condition to employment, is clearly 
a violation of the fundamental liberties 
guaranteed to all Americans. In opposing 
the anti-closed shop bill union leaders con- 
tend it is not fair for workers who refuse 
to join the union to receive the benefits 
achieved through union negotiation. Non- 
union workers are not covered by con- 
tracts negotiated by the union. Even 
though they may receive many indirect 
benefits as result of the union’s efforts 
it remains within their power to abstain 
from membership if they so desire. To 
contend otherwise is to contend that only 
those who fought in the last war are en- 
titled to the benefits of democracy. 

Although there is much doubt in some 
quarters as to the wisdom of abolishing 


min 


industry-wide bargaining, such a provi- 
sion, if carefully administered throughout 
the initial period of adjustment, would in 
time eliminate many abuses of union pow- 
er.. If the bill were carefully drawn and 
cautiously administered with the aim of 
breaking nationwide monopoly over a pe- 
riod of time rather than at one fell stroke 
the regulation not only would prove suc- 
cessful but in the long run would prove 
beneficial to labor itself. 

The great drawback to industry-wide 
labor contracts lies in the simple economic 
fact that there is a marked variation in 
the efficiency and therefore in the profits 
of individual plants in the same industrial 
group. Whereas some plants may be able 
to prosper after paying wages demanded 
by the union’s national headquarters, oth- 
ers might find themselves unable to pay 
such wages and remain in a competitive 
position. Mere geographical location often 
is a determining factor in the ability to 
pay. Plants less adyantageously located 
are penalized under industry-wide union 
contracts. Abolition of industry-wide bar- 
gaining would enable the small operator 
to compete on more equal terms with the 
large eorporations in his field. New ven- 
tures, which easily might be frightened 
away by the necessity of signing an iron- 
clad national union contract, would be 
encouraged. Thus more jobs would be 
created for workers. 

The anti-closed shop provision is nec- 
essary to preserve the individual freedom 
of workers and abolition of industry-wide 
bargaining is needed so as not to stifle 
smaller, less favored plants. Both should 
be incorporated in forthcoming legislation. 


Don't Convict the Innocent 


It has long been a rule of law that a 
“confession” obtained from a prisoner prior 
to his formal arraignment was not binding. 
‘ow, the Rules Committee of the national 
fouse of Representatives has voted favor? 
bill which would make such 
’ the basis for conviction at 
subsequent trial. The bill was sponsored 
by the Department of Justice which de- 
clared present rules hamstring the law and 
permit 50 self-confessed criminals to go 
free each day. 

In other words, the Department of Jus- 
tice is seeking an easier way to build up 
a record of convictions which will look im- 
posing to the public. Rather than give the 
accused benefit of every doubt it would 
convict him before his trial began through 
the use of “confessions” often obtained by 
inciting fear if not by actual coercion. It 
is well known to those engaged in the ad- 
ministration of justice that a “confession” 
more often than not:is of no value what- 
ever. Usually, in the urgency of the situa- 
tion, the accuséd accepts the “confession” 
as the easiest way out and readily signs 
whatever is thrust in front of him. 

Frequently a prisoner makes several 

onfessions,’ each repudiating the other. 
such cases which “confession” would 
ine Hobbs bill have the prosecution ac- 
To allow the District Attorney to 
use his ‘discretion would be to give him 
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“confessions 
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the choice of convicting or acquitting the 
prisoner pn his own judgment. For the 
law to state specifically that the first or 
the third confession, for instance, shall be 
accepted would be just as dangerous. 

If, as the Department of Justice says, 
50 self-confessed criminals go free every 
day it is because the Department is delin- 
quent in its duties of obtaining evidence 
which will convict the accused before a 
judge or jury in open court. No judge and 
no jury will refuse to convict a prisoner 
who is pré6ven guilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt as required by law. What the De- 
partment seeks, and what it will achieve 
if the Hobbs Bill is enacted, is not an easier 
method of obtaining justice, but rather, a 
means of convicting, willy nilly, a large 
number of innocent persons. 

The Federal Courts for many years 
have set a precedent for fair and equitable 
dealings with law violators. Seldom in- 
deed does one hear of the Department of 
Justice using unfair means to convict a 
defendant. Courts of every State, includ- 
ing those of Georgia, look to the federal 
administration of justice as a model. If 
the Federal’ Government adopted “confes- 
sions” as a basis of conviction there is no 
reason to believe our State Courts would 
not soon adopt the same method, with re- 
sults which might be almost disastrous. 

Let the laws of evidence prevail.

Political Essay 


Good government is an ambiguous phrase. 
Much of what we think of as good govern- 
ment is good government for some, not good for 
others. 


Even our thinking on the subject is faulty, it seems to me, 
in that it begins with the theory that we may create good govern- 
ment at the top level. 


This, obviously, is not possible. 


Good government begins with the grass roots. It begins in the 
small villages and towns. It is not possible to have a good county 
government if there are in the county a number of corrupt munici- 
palities or townships. 


It is not possible to have good county government if the govern- 
ment in the smail towns is not corrupt, but is merely inactive and 
follows a “‘let-it-stay-as-it-is” policy. 


And it follows, as night the day, that no State may have good 
government if any appreciable number of its counties are in the 
hands of corrupt or simply callous officials. 


In the final analysis, each of us is a piece of our government 
and of our country. As we add our cumulative weight of public 
opinion; or fail to add it, just so do we assist good government or 
sabotage it. 


We may elect all the “good Governors” or “good Mayors” or 
“sood Presidents” or “good Commissioners” we please. If they 
do not have the support of honest, interested officials that go to 
implement the process of government, the net effect cannot be 
good government. It certainly will be most inefficient, it may even 
be corrupt. 


Georgia Let us take the Georgia problem of today for example. 

The action of the Legislature pleased many since it 
represented a continuation of the policy which dominated the State 
Primary of last summer. It displeased those who did not affirm 
that policy. 


It shocked some from each faction. 


Never before has a State been given so dramatic an example 
of what power the Legislature possesses. Even should the Supreme 
Court find that its action was, and is, forbidden by the State 
Constitution, the statement does not need altering. The Legis- 
lature was convinced, by reason, emotion, or pressures, that it 
could and should, elect a Governor. Two of three Superior Court 
judges ruling on the case have ruled the Legislature does have the 
power to say when there has been an election by the people and 
when not. 


Never before have the people been presented so forceful a re- 
minder of the fact that the Legislature—which so often is the butt 
of jokes—is the people. Therefore, if the Legislature be ridiculous 
or noble, the people are made ridiculous or noble. 

The expression of the Legislature, or the Congress, is the nearest 
thing to the expression of the people themselves. Hence their in- 
herent power. 

This has always been true since the beginning of representative 
government. 

Yet, I take it to be a fact few voters would dispute that the 
average voter goes to the polls and votes for representatives about 
whom he knows nothing or next to nothing. 

I have been interested to note how many women have been 
made excited by the Georgia problem. I have been made cynical 
by how relatively small is the membership of the League of Women 
Voters and how few are its active chapters about the State. Yet, 
it is the one non-partisan organization which deals in information 
about candidates and issues. 

It is folly to talk of good government on a State or nation-wide 
basis without first looking at home. 

Have you looked? Maybe you have exactly what you want;

First U. S. President 
Undecided ‘Til 1932 


Today, Feb. 22, is the 215th anniversary of 
the birth of George Washington. “First in war, 
first in peace, first in the hearts of his country- 

men.” You've always known that quotation, haven’t you. You've 
always been quite sure, too, that George was the first President 
of the United States 


Well, you shouldn’t have been quite so sure on the latter point. 
For, according to the World Almanac, most reliable authority on 
facts, it was not until 1932 that one Hunter Miller, historical advisor 
of the Department of State, settled a longtime controversy as to just 
who was the first President of the United States. 


It was not, said Advisor Miller, Thomas McKean, of Delaware, 
but George Washington, of Virginia. That settled it. 

Nevertheless, you needn’t doubt but that the champions of 
McKean for the honor had a pretty good talking point. They had 


grounds for their claim. 


. : No one ever questioned but that George 
Basis of Claim Washington was the first President of the 
United States after the adoption of the Constitution. 

However, prior to adoption of the Constitution, there were the 
“Articles of Confederation and Perpetual Union Between the States,” 
commonly referred to as the first Constitution. This first Consti- 


“tution was adopted by the Continental Congress in 1778 and ratified 


by Maryland, the last of the States to do so, in March, 1781. It 
was under this Constitution that the Congress met and exercised 
authority until the present Constitution of the United States was 
proclaimed in effect on March 4, 1789. 

Now the representatives of the States which met under authority 
of the first Constitution, or Articles of Confederation, were known 
as ‘‘the United States in Congress Assembled.” The delegate serving 
as presiding officer of that body was knowu as “President of the 
Congress,” and, after the articles went into effect, signed official 
documents as “President of the United States in Congress Assembled.” 


The men who thus served, under this authority, were McKean, 
of Delaware, mentioned above; John Hansom, of Maryland: Elias 
Boudinot, of New Jersey; Thomas Mifflin, of Pennsylvania; Richard 
Henry Lee, of Virginia: Nathaniel Gorham, of Massachusetts; Arthur

Lilienthal Hearing 
A McKellar Farce 


WASHINGTON—The Special Congressional 

Committee considering the nomination of David 

E. Lilienthal as Chairman of the Atomic Energy 

Commission has devoted some three weeks to hearings in the case. 


Under the prodding of Sen. Kenneth McKellar, of Tennessee, 
long a bitter foe of the former TVA head, a parade of witnesses 
has been brought before the committee. None of them has produced 
anything of value. 

Most of those who were summoned to bear witness against 
Lilienthal turned out to be persons with a grudge. They were 
sore about something. Either they had been let out of the TVA 
organization or they had been denied the advancement which an 
exaggerated estimate of their own capacity had led them to be 
lieve was their due. . 


spectacle + the v hole, the proceedings before the Special 
ongressional Committee have constituted a sorry 
spectacle. It may be marked down to the vindictiveness of one 
man, the aging McKellar, who will not forget his personal grievances. 
So sorry have the proceedings been that even the Republican 
Chairman of the committee, Sen. Hickenlooper, of lowa, has said 
that it has-been ‘‘a complete Waste of Government money” to bring 
some of the witnesses before the committee. 


At the outset the fight on Lilienthal started off ag a one-man 
show. Sen. McKellar could not forego the opportunity to make a 
final attack on his ancient enemy. He had tried to get Lilienthal 
during all the years he was associated with TVA management and 
now he was more determined than ever to get him after his eleva- 
tion to another post. 

McKellar’s fight would probably have collapsed of its own shal- 
low weight but for the fact that some Republicans, still harboring 
their old antipathy for the Roosevelt New Deal, saw a chance to 
strike a further blow at the past. The most they have been able 
to charge against him is that he had been a New Dealer. 


Boomerang None of this has caused the Senate to be viewed 
in a favorable light. It reflects on the integrit 
and capacity of our senior body of national lawmakers to function 

properly as an agency of good Government. 

If any serious charge, worthy of consideration, had been brought 
against Lilienthal, it would have been entirely proper for the com- 
mittee to have devoted the time it has to weighing his qualifications. 
About all that McKellar and the others have been able to lay against 
him was the. false assertion that he was a Communist or one of 
Communistic leanings, or, failing in that, that he was a New Dealer. 

Such trivialities as these were exploded early in the hearings 
when Mr. Lilienthal, aroused by Sen. McKellar’s irksome insinua- 
tions, gave an impromptu definition of his conception of the Dem- 
ocratic political philosophy that left the committee convinced there 
is not an ounce of Communistic sentiment in his makeup. 

Yet the hearings have been permitted to drag on. Witness after 
witness has been called, at Govern expense, to testify—about 
nothing. It is as poor a performance as Congress has staged in a 
long while. 

What the Senate is doing by such proceedings is to make it more 
difficult for the President to obtain men of merit to fill important 
administrative posts in the Government. Others shy away when they 
see what is happening in the Lilienthal case.

As a matter of fact, Mr. Truman tried to get several of 
the most noted scientists of the country to take the 
Atomic Energy Commission Chairmanship before ring it to 
Lilienthal. Dr. Conant, of Harvard University, was one of those 
who turned it down. 

The President was finally led to select the former TVA head 
because of his peculiar fitness for the office. He had successfully 
administered the nearest comparable project and he had the con- 
fidence of the profession of men who are to develop atomic energy 
to its full resources. 

Because of his background and training, it is doubtful if the 
President could have picked a better man than he did. In seek- 
ing first the services of Dr. Conant and others he was probably 
guided by the thought that they were less subject to political at- 
tack than someone with Mr. Lilienthal’s past clashes with powerful 
congressional leaders. 

Whether Mr. Truman wins out or not in his fight for Lilienthal’s 
confirmation, he will be handicapped in the future by the nature 
of the attacks made on his appointee. It has been difficult enough 
as it is to compete with industry in getting men of ability to accept 
positions of responsibility in the Government. The fight now tin 
progress will only make the situation more complicated,
